It ia fait that the first propoaal* (rtiich ja^widee only 
for a ciriliaa Direotor^ would be unfortmat«j^ for reasons set 
forth below* 

the sMoad altenu-tiTe provldea that the first Iilreetor 
aay be appointed froa the araed aerrioes^ but that 3nl»»equent 
Direotors shall be appointed froat oi^^lian Hfe* As in the first 
proposal^ this appears to plaee an nof^rtm&to restrlstloa npoa 
the Presidential ixjwers of appolataent* the Presid«it should be 
allowed to exereiae his diaci^tion in appointing best awailacdA 
Birsctor, either fna> eiTilian or adlltiry life, dap«Hftding npon the 
qnalifieatlc&s of parsousel aeallsble at the tiete of appointment* 

The necessity of Senate coof irsation of ^se Biraotor 
alininate the posslUli'^ of a poor selaetloai and the Senate In 
its discretion woold probably reject appointees froa the araed 
gerwioee if they twre oontlnnally rotated for short tours of dn^* 

If at sane tine la the fa tore, we were plnojf’ed into onother war, 
the nost qn^lified appointee sight well be a reserye officer sho 
had entered on active duty frow oivlllaa life* The proposed r»e~ 
trictioa wooud isrevent his appointsent by the President* Siwh n 
lialtatic« wold have prevented the sppointaeat of the Biraotor of 
the Office of 3trwt«gi« Serrlees duri^ the past war* 

The third alternative provides that ^e firet Btreotor xaej 
be appointed froat civiHan or aiiit&ry life, bat ‘uakas no ;,n^rrladU9a 
for the appoAntoent of any subsequent Biraotor* If this altamatlYS 
is adopted, l^is defect should be corrected* 
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
